[From the New Y'ork Tim es, May 3IsL] 
T he burned suburbs of St. Louis, 
w ith th at of St. John and the walled 
city, comprise w lm t is know n as the 
“ L p p e rT o w n ,” and lie between the 
wall.» and the Plains of A braham , ex­ 
tending ¡southward and 
W estw ard 
along the plateau. 
St. Louis, w hicb 
contained a num ber of beautilul pri­ 
vate residences ami several large con­ 
ventual estaO iishm euts and churches, 
extends along th e foot of the cita iel 
lo .that p a rt of th e Plains of A braham 
where W olf achieved his victory, aud 
w here the colum n to his 
m em ory 
now stands, eicott street, in w hich 
the fire originated, has already been 
the scene o f disastrous conflagrations, 
having been alm ost w holly destroyed 
on two occasions w ithin a co m p ara­ 
tively sh ort time, 
lu previous years 
Quebec has suffered Heavily from fires, 
in 1759 tiie first serious dam age was 
sustained, when it was bom barded 
by General Wolfe in the seven years' 
war. 
In 1845 two terrible fires occur­ 
red in the 8l. Koch aud tit. J o h n sub­ 
urbs, at a m o n th 's interval. 
N early 
tiiree thousand houses were burned 
aud property to the a m o u n t of more 
th an eight million dollars was de­ 
stroyed. 
I n 1862 another destructive 
fire occurred, causing heavy losses. 
This followed by another on October 
16, 1866, in which 25,600 bouses and 
several churches and convents w ere 
burned, a u d 18,000 persons were left 
houseless. 
The am o un t of p roperty 
lost was estim ated at nearly three 
m illion dollars. 
As in th e present in ­ 
stance, a h ig h w ind was blowing a t 
the time, a n d considerable delay was 
experienced before a sufficient supply 
of water could be obtained. 
The fire 
broke out a t four o’clock in the m orn- 
iug, and o nly ceased a t five in the af­ 
ternoon, w hen there was nothing left 
for it to consum e.

The cus­ 
tom of cooking your party hare before 
catching him has been largely, and, to 
itself, injuriously indulged in by the 
Republican party. It has announced 
the death and burial of the Demo­ 
cratic party a thousand times,and yet, 
like the ghost of B a n q u o , that party 
will not stay buried. The Republican 
party may be doomed, but it is by no 
means dead. 


A Doubtful Friend. 
The Evening Express, of this city, 
professes to be a sincere friend of the 
people and an earnest advocate of the 
interests of this part of tbe State. It 
is not for us to say that its professions 
are not made in good faith, nor shall 
we presume to deny that it labors in 
support ot its professions to the full 
exteut its limited ability is capable of 
attaining. But its zeal in behalf of 
one man, and its numerous appeals to 
the masses to encumber themselves 
wl¿h a debt, the interest alone of 
which will prove a heavy and galling 
burden to those on whom it will fall 
hereafter, affords ample grounds on 
which to base suspicions of its hon­ 
esty of profession and sincerity of pur­ 
pose. Only a little while ago it was 
beseeching the people of Los Angeles 
city and county to donate, subscribe 
to or subsidize J o n e s ’ railroad scheme 
in a sum approximating half a million 
dollars, and now it notifies the people 
of San Bernardino and of Riverside 
that if they will subsidize Mr. J o n e s ’ 
road to the amount of $300,000 the 
road may be extended to those locali­ 
ties. The information is vouchsafed 
that “if San Bernardino is once as­ 
sured a railway to tide-water property 
values in that valley would be en­ 
hanced at once at least $1,000,000.” 
We shall not argue this point. The 
fact that San Bernardino valley al­ 
ready has one railroad extending to 
tide-water renders any conjecture rel­ 
ative to enhanced valuation unneces­ 
sary. By the enhanced valuation re­ 
sulting from one road may be esti­ 
mated in a comparative sense that 
which will inure from the construc­ 
tion of another. The road of jvhich 
the people of that valley may now 
avail themselves gives them commu­ 
nication with Los Angeles and tide­ 
water, and will in a short time give 
them a continuous rail across the con­ 
tinent. That to which Mr. J o n e s ’ 
pettifogger solicits them to vote a sub­ 
sidy of $300,000 promises only com­ 
m unication with Los Angeles ar.d 
tide-water, 
which 
they 
already 


have, aud with Jonesville, or Santa 
Monica, which, however desirable, 
is hardly worth $300,000 aud the 
interest thereon for a long series of 
yeurs. Whether intentional or not, 
the Express is endeavoring to per­ 
suade the people into an enterprise 
which all will soon learn to regret 
having entered into. 
We do not, 
how’ever, suppose that its arguments, 
or any that it is capable of putting 
forth, will convince the property o*-n- 
ers of San Bernardino and Riverside 
that their interests will be euhanced 
by donating Mr. J o n e s $300,000. Rail­ 
roads are private property, built and 
operated for the benefit of their own­ 
ers, and the opinion has very gener­ 
ally obtained of late years that those 
who run, operate and pocket the profit 
of railroads should build them at 
their own expense. 
The evidence 
that there is present or prospective 
support and patronage sufficient to 
make a railroad a paving investment 
guarantees the early building of the 
road, and without this evidence the 
road will not be built even though the 
people oppress themselves with a 
heavy debt in order to furnish a large 
share of the cost of construction. 
There have been instances, perhaps, 
where the interests of a community 
were advanced by subsidizing a 
local railroad, but the case the Ex­ 
press is lobbying is not one. The 
prospective benefits must he greater 
than are now apparent, to warrant a 
people no richer than ours to heavily 
tax themselves for the construction of 
a railroad running parallel with and 
hut a short distance from one already 
in operation. The competition part 
of the proposition, on which the Ex­ 
press delights to dwell, is entitled to 
no consideration, whatever, All are 
well aware that though the subsidy 
asked was promptly voted aud the 
road built, the moment the Southern 
Pacific so willed, it would control and 
if necessary own the property. The 
continuation of the road to Ogden 
would not prevent this inevitable re­ 
sult. This probable ending of the 
whole matter is apparent to all. 
Why then, shall we vote Mr. 
J o n e s money to build a road 
he will in all human probability sell 
to the great railway corporation be­ 
fore the last rail is laid? 
We are in 
favor of railroads. W e should like to 
see the country gridironed with them, 
aud nothing would delight us more 
than to know that we should soon 
have a road connecting with the Un­ 
ion Pacific at Ogden, but we are op­ 
posed to subsidizing any railroad, and 
especially one that we know will 
fall into the hands of the Southern Pa­ 
cific almost immediately after the 
subsidy is secured. Let us extend a 
friendly hand to Senator J o n e s and 
all others who desire to build* roads 
through our rich and beautiful coun­ 
try, and encourage them in every 
way possible short of mortgaging ev­ 
ery man’s property to pay subsidy 
houds.

There is a stoug movement in the 
Republican party in favor of the nom­ 
ination of Hon.. A. H. B u llo c k , ex­ 
Governor of Massachusetts, for the 
Vice-Presidency. 
The party could 
make no stronger selection. While 
we do not agree witli the candidate 
in his political notions the credit 
must be given him of being one of the 
most accomplished geutlsmen in the 
Radical party and one of the most 
conservative Republicans in the 
country. His career as Governor 
showed him to he one of the most able 
statesmen,aud so convervative was he 
that at the time A n d r e w J o h n s o n 
took his bold stand in his withdrawal 
from the Radical element, the conser­ 
vatives of both the Democrats and 
Republican parties 
contemplated 
placing him in nomination for Con­ 
gress as the Representative of the sec­ 
ond prominent district of his State. 
For a time he was in a measure under 
a political cloud, for then the radical 
element controlled everywhere. Since 
his retirement from the gubernatorial 
chair he has kept aloof from the po­ 
litical arena, and has devoted his 
time to the enjoyment of literary pur­ 
suits. Believing that B la in e will 
receive the nomination of the Repub­ 
licans for 
the 
Presidency 
we 
cannot 
perceive 
the 
slightest 
chance for 
B u llo c k to obtain, 
the second position on the ticket. 
If 
however, B la in e should fail, aud a 
Western candidate be placed at the 
head of the ticket there can be but 
little doubt that Mr B u llo c k would 
be the strongest nominee for the Vice 
Presidency. 
He would add much 
strength to the ticket, and in reality 
he holds about the same relation to 
the Republican party that T ild e n 
does to the Democratic. His intellec­ 
tual attainments are well appreciated, 
and his personal character is beyond 
reproach. He will probably not re­ 
ceive the nomination unless B la in e 
is defeated in the Convention, and it 
seems that he has full control of the 
body already. 
Should M o rto n re­ 
ceive the nomination for the Presiden­ 
cy or even B ris to w with B u llo c k as 
Vice President the Democracy would 
have a difficult task to perform to 
carry the election. Of course we trust 
that no such dispensation will come 
upon us, but it is certain that the Re­ 
publicans will use all of the strategy 
known to political warfare to accom­ 
plish their ends.

A D em ocratic « ro u n d Sw ell. 
P o r tla n d , Oregon, June 6th.—The 
Republicans in this county have elec­ 
ted one Senator and five Representives 
aud the balance of tbe ticket except 
the Sheriff and School Superinten­ 
dent. The Democrats have elected 
one Senator and two Representatives. 
Jeffrey, Democrat, for Sheriff, has a 
majority of 300 over Spaulding, Re­ 
publican. 
Smith, the Republican 
County Clerk, lias a majority over 
Hall, Democrat, of 380. Tiie State has 
undoubtedly gone Democratic. The 
Democrats claim a good majority in 
the Legislature, probably twelve on 
joint ballot. 
T he .M exican R evolu tion a P robable 
F ailu re. 
C ity o f M ex ic o , May 30th.—The 
events of the last two weeks have all 
been in favor of the Government, and 
indicate the unmistakable failure of 
the Revolution. The insurgents have 
suffered reverses everywhere, and 
their sympathizers are rapidly de­ 
creasing in number. General Alator- 
re gained a great victory on the 29th 
in Oaxaca over the revolutionary 
forces. The latter lost nearly 2,000 
men killed and wounded, and many 
werd taken prisoners. 
Among the 
latter are Generals Merand, Terran 
and Seainencoua. They also lost two 
pieces of artillery. The Government 
troops’ casualities were 600 killed and 
wounded. Among the latter is Gen­ 
eral Correll. The Federáis gained an­ 
other important victory in Tlaxco on 
the 28th. There are about 5,000 Feder­ 
al troops at Orizaba and in that neigh­ 
borhood. A Te Deum was sung in 
the Cathedral here over the defeat of 
Diaz in Tamalpais. 
Trains are now 
running regularly on the Mexico & 
Vera Cruz Railroad. 
There has been 
no interruption for two weeks. 
Cor­ 
tina, who was a prisoner, has broken 
his parole, escaped, aud Has issued a 
pronunciameuto. Riva Palacio has 
also issued a pronunciamento. The 
Presidential problem is no nearer so­ 
lution. 
Inglesias, Mejia, and Lerdo 
De Tejada are the prominent candi­ 
dates of the Government party, and 
Diaz and Gomez Palacie of the Revo­ 
lutionary party. Lerdo has Issued 
the following decree : “The Mexican 
people are convoked to elect the fourth 
aud fifth Magistrate of the Supreme 
Court. The said elections will be 
made by the same electoral bodies 
which, according to law, elect the 
President of the Republic. 
The pri­ 
mary elections for President will take 
place on the last Sunday in July, 
1876.” 
C ongressional. 
W a s h in g to n , June 7.—In Blaine’s 
investigation this morning, Frye, in 
behalf of Blaine, asked that the fa­ 
mous Caldwell dispatch should be put 
on record. The Committee took the 
subject under consideration. Ex-Sen­ 
ator Rice, of Arkansas testified that 
he was director ^of the Little Rock 
Railroad, and some shares were as­ 
signed him; by whom he did not 
know, nor have any knowledge of 
anything touching the subject under 
investigation. 
Nathan Howe of Boston was next 
examined,,hut nothing important was 
elicited. Blaine here said there was a 
question of veracity between him and 
Knott, and he went over to the clerk’s 
desk and took the records of the 
Committee and showed that Tarbox’s 
resolution was passed May 2,and Hun- 
tou, and Lawrence, were appointed 
the suh-Committee on May 3d, this he 
said certified the correctness of his 
statement. In the House Hunton 
and Lawrence both stated, however, 
that they were appointed sub-Com­ 
mittee on the Pacific Railroad before 
the passage of Tarbox’s resolutson. 
Blaine continued the discussion un­ 
til, as he announced, Mr. Phelps was 
appointed a member of the Commit­ 
tee on Foreign agaiis in place of Mr. 
Barnum. 
The regular order having been de­ 
manded, the House resumed consider­ 
ation of the bill in relation to the dis- 
f 
iosal of public lands in the States of 
Florida, Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Arkansas. In place» 
tlo-se lands have the sam'i disposition 
and regulations as other public lauds 
in the Northwest, except as to min­ 
eral lands 
The chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee submitted a report 
on the Alaska Seal Company’s con­ 
tract. The report says they have crit­ 
ically examined the contract, and re­ 
solved that there can he no complaint 
of the manner in which it was made; 
that the franchise was a proper one, 


and that all stipulations have been 
faithfully carried out,and recommend­ 
ing that the contract remain in force 
as long as the present act continues in 
force. The resolution was adopted.
